There was the Harvest Home, too, with the Japanese lanterns 
out again, but supplemented this time with jack ©’lanterns made out of 
pumpkins, and shocks of corn and heaps of squashes. Again you met 
the same old folks, all friendly and neighbor-like. 
Welt, it’s all changed now, isn’t it? The old town has boomed. 
There’s a b^bv carriage factory, and a typewriter factory, and the 
canning factory that uses lip the pumpkins that once made lanterns, 
and the town is full of “foreigners." You can go down Main street 
nowadays and not see a soul you know, hardly. 
That is an epitome of the history of America. Once we were 
all neighbors and friends, all pretty much the same kind of folks living 
a simple, friendly, scmi-nira! life. Then came the age of invention, 
and our wonderful industrial expansion. We became a great manu­ 
facturing nation as well as a great agricultural nation. The factories 
caused the great drift of population from country to town and from 
small town to great city. Great industries called for labor from across 
the sea, and got it, Rimlands and millions In strange incoming hordes. 
It was worth while, of course. We had to go in; we could not 
stagnate—and yet—we paid a price for it all. Part of the price was 
the loss of that old neighborly life. There are whole sections of town 
and whole blocks of the population of which we know nothing, and 
care less. Yet we Mgh. now and the*, for the old spirit. Th* change 
has affected tis more than we realize. There was an ugly strike, right 
in the old town, with riots and lawlessness. 
There are observers, who believe this loss of the old community 
life of America is one of the nation’* saddest. But instead of deplor­ 
ing it idly and sentimentally, and going their way, they have cast about 
to find a remedy. They believe, and have good grounds for believing, 
they have found it. 
In 600 cities near soldiers, sailors and marine corps training 
Camps, in fifty or so’big war industry centers, the neighborhood spirit 
has been brought to life again. In the camp towns, it was born of the 
desire to provide hospitality for men in uniform in their brief periods 
of leave. 
Men and women united to entertain the boys in service, and 
thus folk met who never had become acquainted before, though they 
had lived, so to speak, next door to each other for years. In the 
Community Houses, parents and boys and girls rubbed elbows at enter­ 
tainments of all sorts, drawn by their common kinship to men in 
service. 
In the war industry towns, the building up of a community spirit 
among diverse racial groups that bad been interested theretofore only 
in the jobs the town had to offer, was one of the marvels of war-time* 
in America. 
* 
And now a national organization has been formed to carry the 
kindly mission on in peace times. It is called Community Service 
(Incorporated), and is incorporated to co-operate nationally. 
If it 
can. beginning in such tangible way* as by developing neighborhood 
playgrounds, neighborhood clubs.—all sorts of leisure time activities— 
build up again the old American spirit of equality and common social 
life, it will have performed no trivial .service lo the nation.

Many persons 
have gotten the idea that when the 
garden Is planted and cultivated two 
or three times their work has ended, 
and as a result the garden soon goes 
to weeds or is destroyed by Inserts and 
diseases. The successful gardener, de­ 
clare the specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, is 
the one who wuges a continuous fight 
against the enemies of the garden 
from the very start, never shirking his 
duty aud being everlastingly on the 
job. 
A crop of weeds can be destroyed in 
a few moments by means of a steel 
rake or a hoe, if it is used when the 
weeds are just coming through tile 
ground, 
lf allowed to remain, the 
weeds become firmly rooted aud u 
thorough renovation of the garden is 
necessary to rid it of them. 
Seem Innocent, but The/re N ot 
A few old-fashioned hardshell potato 
bugs may not appear to do auy great 
harm, but the crop of soft-shelled bee­ 
tles they produce will eat the leaves 
from the potato vines almost before 
you know they are present. A few 
spores of some mildew or other dis­ 
ease may not do any great amount of 
damage, hut lf the Weather is fu \o r• ! ♦ 
able for the spread of the disease, it 
will soon cause the loss of the entire 
crop. 
The old adage of “A stitch in time 
saves nine” applies with double fore* 
to the care of the garden. Keep up 
interest in the garden and make sue- I 
cessive plantings of various crops, sn 
that a continuous supply of vegetables I 
may he provided for the table. Then
